An A& for Security of the Church. 

UR SOVEREIGN LADY, and the Eftates of 

’ Parliament, confidering, That by the. lace A& 
of Parliament, for a Treaty with England for an 
Usion of both Kingdoms, It is provided, That the 
Commiffioners for that Treaty fhould not Treat of, 
or concerning any Alteration of the Worhhip, Difci- 
pline and Government of the Church of this King- 
dom, as now by Law eftablifhed ; which Treaty 
being now reported to the Parliament, and it being 
reafonable and feceffary, That the true Proteftant 
Religion, as prefently profefled within this Kingdom, 
with the Worthip, Difcipline and Government of 
this Church, fhould be effectually and unalterably 
Secured ; therefore, Her Majefty, wich Advice and 
Confent of the faid Eftates of Parliament, doth 
hereby Bftablith and Confirm the faid true Proreftant 
Religion, and the Worthip, Difcipline and Govern- 
ment of this Charch, to continue without any Al- 
teration to the People of this Land in all fucceeding 
Generations ; and more efpecially, Her Majcfty, 
with Advice and Confent forefaid, Ratifies, Ap- 
roves and for ever Confirms the 5 hA@ of the I. 
K. W. and Q. M. intitulared, AG ratify- 
ing the Confeffion of Faith, and fettling Presbyre- 


tian Church Government, with the haill other Adts 


of Parliament relating thereto, in Prefecution of the 
Declaration of the Eftates of this Kingdom, con- 
taining the Claim of Right, bearing date the tith 
of April 1689. And Her Majefty, with Advice and 
Confent forefaid, exprefly provides and declares, 
That the forefaid True. Proteftant Religion, contain- 
ed in the above-mentioned Confeffion of Faith, 
and the Form and Purity of Worthip prefently in 
Ule within this Church, and its Presbyterian 
Charch Government and Difcipline, That is to fay, 
the Government of the Church by Kirk-Seffions, 
Presbyteries,  Provincial-Synods and General-Affem- 
blics, ‘all eftablifhed by the forefaid Acts of Parlia- 
ment, purfuant to the Claim of Right, fhall re- 
main and continue unalcerbale ; and that the faid 
Presbyterian Government fhall be the only Govern- 


ment of the Church within the Kingdom of Bie : 
Soke of the 


land. And further, for the greater 

forefaid Proteftant Religion, and of the Worhhip, 
Difcipline and Government of this Church as above 
eftablifhed, Her Majeftv, with Advice and Confent 


forefaid, Scarutes and Ordains, That the Univer- 
fities and Colleges of Sr. Andrews, Glafgow, Aber-— 


deen and Edinburgh, as th:re eftablithed by Law 
fhall continue within this Kingdom for ever. And 
that in alltime coming. no Profeffors, Principals, 
Regents, Mafters or others bearing Offices in any 
Univerfiry, College or School within this Kingdom, 
be capable, or be ado-ir:ed or allowed ro continue 


in the Exercife of the faid Functions, but fuch as 
- fhall own and acknowledge the civil Government in 
- tmannet preferibed or to be prefcribed by the Acts of 
Parliament. As alfo, that before or at their Ad- 
miffions, they do and thal! ack-nwredge and profef:, 


and Mall fibforbe to the Confeffion’ of 
Fairb, as the Confeifion of rheir Baih, and that 


_they will pradtife and conform themftives to the 


Worhhip prefently in Ufe in this Church, and fabmnit 
themielves to the Govetnment and Difcipline there- 
of, and never endeavour dire@tly or indire@ly the 
Prejudice or Subverfion of the fame, and that be- 
fore the refpective Presbyteries of their Bounds, 
by whatfomever Gift, Prefentation or Provifion 
they may be thereto Provided. And further, Her 
Mijefty, with Advice forelaid, exprefly Declares 
and Statutes, That none of the Subjects of this 
Kingdom fhall be lyable to, bur all and every, one of 
them for ever free of any Oath, Teft or Seb{cription 
within this Kingdom, contrary to of inconfiftent with 
the forefaid True Proteftant Religion and Presby- 
terian Church Government, Warthip and Difcipline 
as above Eftablithed, and that the fame within the 
Bounds of this Church and Kingdom fhall never be 
impofed upon, or required of them in any Sort, And 
laftly, That after the Deceafe of Her ptefent Ma- 
jety (whom GOD long preferve) The Sovereign 
fucceeding to Het in the Royal Government of the 
Kingdom of Great Brittain, thall in all tithe coming, 
at His or Her Acceffion to the Crown, Swear and 
Subferibe, that fhall Invioalably Maintain and 
Preferve the forefaid Settlement of the True Pro- 
teftant Religion, wich the Government, Worthip, 
Difcipline, Rights and Priviledges of this Church as 
above Bftablithed, by the Laws of this Kingdom in 
Profecution of the Claim of Right. And ir is iere- 
by Stature and Ordain’d, That this A@ of Parlia- 
metit, with the Bftablifhaient therein contained, shall 
be hend and obferved, in all time coming, as 2 Fup- 
damental and Effential Condition of any Treaty or 
Union to be Concluded betwixt the two Kingdoms, 
without any Alteration thereof, or Derogation there- 
to in any fort for ever. As alfo, That this Act of 
Parliatnent, atid Settlement therein contained, fhall 
be infert and repeated in any Act of Parliament that 
fhall pafs for agreeing and concluding the forefaid 
Treaty or Union betwixt the two Kingdoms, and 
that the fame thall be therein exprefly Declared to 
be a Fundamental and Effential Condition of the 
{aid Treaty or Union in all rime coming.

And‘accordingly the faid Eoglifh Acts of Parlia- 
mient Were read; andthereupon the Vote was fta'sd, 
proceed to call the. Vote for approving the 2d Article, 
or delay ; and it carried proceed: Then the Vote 
was pur, approve of the 2d Article in the Terms of 
the preliminary Motion, yea or n0 5 

But before voting, the Earl Marifhal gave in the 
following Proteft, whereby he did proteft for bim- 
{elf and all thofe that fhould adhere to his Protefta- 
tion, that no Perfon can be defign’d a Succeffor to 
the Crown of this Realm after the Deceale of Mer 
Majefty, whom God long preferve and failling Heirs 
‘of Her Body, who is Succeffor to the Crown of 
England, unlefs that in this prefent Seffion of Par- 
Yiament or any other Seffion of this or any enfuing 
Parliament during Her Majefty’s Reign, there be 
ach Conditions of Government fetled and enacted, 
‘gis may fecure the Honour and Soveraignity of this 
“Crown arid Kingdom, the Freedom, Frequency and 
Power of Parliament, the Religion, Liberty, and 
Trade of the Nation, from Englith or any forreign 
Influence, which being read he took Inftruments 
thereon. 

' And it was agreed that the Lift of the Members 
fhall be printed as they vote approve or not, and they 
who adhere to the Proteft thould be marked. 

Then the Vote was put, approve or not, and it 
carried approve by 59 Votes ; and at calling the 
Roils the Vifcount of Stormount adhered to the 
Barl Marfhal’s Proteft. And the Lord high Chan- 
cellor was allowed to have his Name printed and 
recorded as an Approver. Then the Parliament was 
adjourned till Monday at 10 a Clock.
